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DETAILED ACTION 
Current Status 

1 . This action is responsive to Applicants' communication of 9 August 2007. 

2. Claims 1-13 are pending in the application. 

3. The 112 rejections have been withdrawn following applicants' amendment. 

4. The 102 and 103 rejections have been withdrawn because the prior art 
references cited teach away from applicant claimed invention. 

5. The obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 1-13 is maintained for 
the reason given in the previous Office Action dated 01/09/2007. 

6. The statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection of claims 4, 8 and 
10 is maintained for the reason given in the previous Office Action dated 01/09/2007. 

Claim Objection 

Claims 5-8 are objected because the bracket in the structures are not closed as 
shown in formula VII: R 5 HC=CR 2 )-. 

Claims 5-8 are objected because the formulas Via and Vlb contain brackets 
without any variable behind the brackets; -(R 2 C=CR 5 ) and -(R 3 C=CR 6 ). Correction is 
required. 

Claim 5 is objected because the variables in formulas n and m are not defined. 
Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite because of the phrase "preferably Ci-C 6 -alkyl and preferably 
3 or 4". Applicants have to be specific about what they are claiming. Correction is 
required.
